AN  ACT 

Alaking  provision  for  defraying  a- 
r.y  extraordinary  expences  attend- 
ing the  intercourse  beivseen  the 
United  States  and foreign  nations. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
cf  America  in  Congress  assembled^  I'lut 
a fum  of  two  millions  of  dollars  be, 
and  the  fame  is  hereby  appropriated, 
toward  defraying  anv  extraordinary 
expences ^vhich  in^  be  incurred  in 
the  intercourfe  between  the  United 
States  and  foreign  nations,  to  be 
j)aid  oat  of  any  money  in  the  irea- 
I'ury,  not  otherwife  appropriated, 
and  to  be  appl  ied  under  the  diredli- 
on^f  ittf  Prefident  of  the  United 
wNo  fliall  caafe  an  account 
the^^tl^e  laid  before  Congrefs, 
as  loon  as  may  be. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enaHed, 
Tiiat  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  hereby  is  authorifed, 
if  necelTary,  to  borrow  the  faid 
fiun,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  behalf 
of  the  United  States,  at  a rate  of 
intcrefi:  not  exceeding  fix  per  cen- 
tum per  annum,  redeemable  at  the 
will  ot  the'Congrefs  of  the  United 
States.  And  it  fliall  be  lawful  for 
the  bank  of  the  United  States  to 
lend  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  tiie 
fame.

'J'he  agency  of  Judge  Sebaftian 
in  the  company  which  difpatched 
Do6lor  Watkins  to  .Madrid,  has 
« ^ been  noticed  in  the  two  laft  num- 

' ^ ^bers.  We  are  authoiifed  ftill  far- 
^ther  to  dale,  that  Judge  Sebaflian 
^^1:  ticularly  urged  that  the  nlemo- 
ml  to  his  catholic  Majelly  (Iroiild 
commence  vvith  a declaration  on  the 
part  of  the  fubferibers  expreflive  of 
their  difconient  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States.  It  was 
likewife  the  earnefl  delire  of  Sebaf- 
lian that  he  liiaifelf  fliould  go  to 
aMadrid  as  the  agent  of  the  company, 
and  at  a meeting  held  by  the  mem- 
bers in  Shtibyville,  wc  arc  inform- 
ed that  bis  honor  was  appointed  j 
but  in  an  alter  meeting  which  was 
convened  at  Frankfort,  the  Judge 
was  out  polled  and  Do^or  Watkins 
appointed  in  his  place.  In  one  of 
ilie  meeiings  at  Frankfort,  his  Ex- 
cellency Gov.  Greenup  was  prefent, 
but  I'.e  did  not  become  a fubferiber, 
iirobably  more  from  a fufpicion  of 
lofing  his  two  hundred  dollars, 
tlian  from  motives  of  patriotifm  ; 
for  if  his  intentions  had  been  pat- 
riotic, it  was  his  duty  to  have  ex-

We  have  diredlly  accufed  Judge

A noted  agent  of  Wilkinfon  was 
a man  of  the  name  of  Joleph  Bal- 
ilcnger,  by  charadler  a defperadoe. 
This  man  was  employed  by  him  in 
various  trips  down  the  JMiffiffippi, 
and  in  excurfions  among  the  In- 
dians, but  for  what  purpofe,  he  and 
Wilkinfon  probably  only  know.  We 
can  liowever,  in  a degree,  judge  of 
the  nature  of  his  ciiib.:ffies,  from  the 
confequences  which  followed.  In 
the  year  1789,  foon  after  the  trea- 
ty which  was  concluded  between 
the  commiflioners  from  Congrefs, 
and  the  feveral  northern  tribesofln- 
dians  ; Ballenger  was  fent  by  Wil 
kiiifon  on  fome  bufinefs  to  the  fet- 
tles on  the  north  weft  fide  of  the  O- 
hio.  A few  weeks  after  his  return, 
the  Indians  from  that  quarter,  made 
an  incurfion  into  Kentucky  andftole 
I number  of  horfes.  'I'hey  were 
purfued  by  colonel 
after  a purfuit  of  forty  miles,  over 
took  them,  killed  and  wounded  fev- 
eial,  and  regained  about  thirty  hor- 
Ics.  Thofe  who  were  taken  Teem-
